CONDITION AFTER ANOTHER FOR THE SELECTION OF SITES IN ORDER TO 


REJECT' PHNOM PENH AND WARSAW, WHICH WERE SUGGESTED BY THE DRV SIDE. 

THE U.S. SIDE ALSO PUT FORWARD MANY VENUES THAT COUNTRADICT 
■EVEN THEIR OWN CONDITIONS. RECENTLY, IT RAISED A NEW QUESTION, 
NAMELY, THAT THE TWO SIDES SHOULD DISCUSS PRIVATELY THE QUESTION
